1920,  based  on  indications'- of  "September'  25  th,  is"  estimated' at  12,123,000 
tales,  as  compared  with  the  final  estimate  for  1919.,  of .  11, 33-0, 000, -bales. 
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Unofficial  estimates  from  Egypt  place  the  amount  produced  in  that  country' 
for  1920  at  1,575,000  bales,  compared  with;  1, 191,000  bales  in  19 19 »  ■  In 
British  India  the  amount  produced  during  .the  season  1919-20  is  estimated 
at  4,743,000  bales,  against  3,329,000  bales  during  the  season  19i8-l9. 

The  United  States,  Argentina,  British  India,  Canada  and  "Russia 
proper"  are  the  princif&l  f&axseed  producing  countries  of  the  world. 
The  average  five  year  production,  1909  to  1913,  in  the  United  States  and 
foreign  countries  for  which  statistics  are  av&lsLable  amounted  to  110,140,000 
bushels.    Of  this  amount,  .Argentina,  British  India,  Canada  and  the 
United  States  produced  83,295,000  bushels  and  "Russia  proper"  19,772,000 
bushels*      The  production  in  the  United  States  for  1920,  according  to  the 
preliminary  estimate  of  November  1,  amounts  to  10,736,000  bushels,  compared 
with  8,919,000  bushels  in  1919. .  That  of  Canada  for  the  year  1920  is  es- 
timated at  11,090,000  bushels,  against  5,473,000  bushels  in  1919.  In 
Argentina  for  the. season  1919-20  the  production  is  estimated  at  42,038,000, 
compared  with  30,775,000  bushels  during  the  season  1918-19.    Reports  from 
British  India  placed  the  amount  produced  during  the  season  1919-20  at 
17,046,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  9,251,000  bushels  for  the  season  1918-19. 

Approximately  97  per.  can*  of  the  world's  rice  is  grown  in  southern 
and  eastern  Asia  and  adjoining  islands.      For  countries  which  produced 
60  per  cent  of  the  world1  s  yield  during  the  period  from  1912  to  1916,  the 
production  is  roughly  estimated  at  150,978,0.00,00.0  pounds  for  1920, 
compared  with  110,204.000,000  pounds  in  1919,    The  rice  area  in  British 
Zlndia  is  reported  as  81,,548,000  acres  for  the  season  1919-20,  against

WORLD  LIVE  STOCK i  BEFORE  AND  AFTER  THE  WAR* 

Although  statistics  exist  showing  the  rumber.of  live  stock  in  the 
different  nations' of  the  world,  the  figures  in  many  countries  are  not  £$r 
uniform  dates,  relate  to  different  years  and  even  to  different  seasonsofif 
the"  same  year.    To  make  an  accurate  or  even,  satisfactory  summary  of  the  ". 
numbers,  in  the  whole  world  in  any  given  year  cr  in  any  given  season,  is 
therefore,  impossible. 

It  may  be  reasonably  inferred  from  existing    statistics'  that  the. 
normal  number  of  live  stock  in  the  whole  world,  a  few, years  fcefSre  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  roughly  approximated  the  following;.   Cattle.  491  million; 
sheep  605  million;  and- swine' 183  million.    The  latest  returns  since  the 
war,  while  the  best- available,  aae  not  as  satisfactory,  as  might  be.-.    '  They 
show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  swine  amounting  respectively  to 
23  million  in  the  case  of  sheep  and  4  million  in  the  case  of  swine.  For 
cattle  an  .  increase  of  23  millions  is.  shown.

Of  the  total  number  of  cattle  in  the  world,  India  normally  has  about 
25  per  cent  (mostly  beasts  of  burden),  the  United  States  14  per  cent, 
Russia  12  per  cent,  Argentina  7  per  cent,  Germany  5  per  cent  and  the  re- 
maining countries  37  per  cent.      The  distribution  qf  sheep  is  fairly  well 
scattered,  Australia,  Russia,  and  Argentina,  each  contributing  about  .18  per 
cent  of  the  world*  s  total  number*      The  percentage  of  those  in  the  remaining 
countries  in  no  single  instance  reaches  over  8  per  cent.    The  United  States 
usually  has  about  37  per  cent  of  tlie  total  number  of  swine,  Germany  16  per 
cent,  Russia  10  per  cent  and  the  remaining  countries  37  per  cent. 

The  total  number  of  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  in  the  whole  of  Europe, 
excluding  Turkey,  a  few  years  before  the  outbreak  of  the  war  may  be  roughly
